SUBJECT: Fee Waiver Request and Appeal of Outdoor Seating/Dining Area at the
Mobil Station at 28103 Hawthorne Boulevard

Dear Mrs. Moore:

We are in receipt of your letter of 6 May 1997, requesting a fee waiver and the appeal of
the Planning Commission's action approving an outdoor seating/dining area at the Mobil
station and convenience store. Your receipt is enclosed. The fee waiver request has been
agendized for the City Council's review on 20 May 1997. The appeal of the Planning
Commission's action will be agendized for the first available City Council meeting after the
fee waiver request is decided upon.

Your appeal letter makes reference to several items in addition to the outdoor
seating/dining area. Most of these are related to the on-going 6-month review of
Conditional Use Permit No. 182. As we have discussed previously, these items are not
yet "ripe"” for appeal because the Planning Commission has not yet adopted a resolution
to memorialize the various project modifications which have been discussed (i.e., noise,
lighting, landscaping, etc.). Once the Commission adopts a resolution, it will be separately
appealable to the City Council.

Also, your letter mentions appealing a "proposed" hand carwash at the Mobil station.
Again, as we have discussed previously, Mr. Myers is not currently permitted to operate
a carwash under the conditions of Conditional Use Permit No. 182, and he has not
submitted an application for a revision to Conditional Use Permit No. 182 to establish a
carwash on the site. The City Council cannot hear an appeal of an activity which has not
been applied for, nor can they take action to prevent Mr. Myers from submitting an
application for a carwash on the site at some future date (assuming that a carwash is still
a conditionally permitted use at the time of submittal).

To summarize, the only appeal action currently under consideration is for the outdoor
seating/dining area approved by the Planning Commission on 22 April 1997. The issues
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related to the 6-month review of Conditional Use Permit No. 182 will be separately
appealable after the Planning Commission takes final action (currently anticipated for 13
May 1997). Finally, the City cannot consider any appeal action related to a possible future
application for a hand carwash on the site, unless and until such an application is
submitted by Mr. Myers and acted upon by the Planning Commission.

' COVENANT TO MAINTAIN PROPERTY TO PROTECT VIEWS

Conditional Use Permit, Variance, Height Variation, Building Permit, or other entitlement to construct
a structure or to add livable area to a structure.

WHEREAS, the City is the owner of VLA BosA , which is adjacent

to the Property; and

WHEREAS, in order to satisfy the provisions of Section 17.02.040B.4. of the Rancho Palos
Verdes Municipal Code, said permit contains a condition requiring Owners to agree to mamtam all trees
and other foliage on the Property in a manner so as to protect views from other properties in a2 manner
consistent with Municinal Code Section 17.02.040B.4.; and

WHEREAS, in consideration for receiving said permit, Owners are wxllmo to execute this
] Covenant and to undertake the mamtenance obligations provnded herein, for the purpose of protectmg the
-views ~from other properties ln the City of Rancho Palos Verdes in a manner consistent with Municipal
Code Section 17.02.040B.4. N e
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NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the City’s approval of __SPR-TIR26] . permit,

Owner(s) hereby agree as follows:

1. Owner(s) covenants and agrees to keep and maintain all trées and foliage on the Property
to prevent such trees and foliage from growing to a helght that exceeds the lesser of (a) sixteen feet, or
(b) the ridge line of the primary structure on the Property, to the extent such fohage and trees would
impair a view from the viewing area of other property. To this end, Owners covenant and agree to trim,
~ prune, or (if' ne?eSs’éry) remove, |in accordance with the provisions of Municipal Code Section
© 17.020.040B.4. as needed from time|to time, all trees and foliage on the Property to prevent such trees
and foliage from exceeding such maximum height to the extent such foliage would impair a view from
the viewing area of other property. |

2. For purposes of this Covenant a view shall be defined as follows and shall include both

"near views" and "far views":

(a) A "near view" is defined as a‘scene located on the Palos Verdes Peninsula including, but
not limited to a valley, ravine, equesjrian trail, pastoral environment or any natural setting.

(b) A "far view" is defined as a scene located off of the Palos Verdes Peninsula including,
but not limited to the ocean, Los Angeles basin, city lights at night, harbor, Vincent Thomas Bridge,
shoreline, or offshore islands..

(c) View shall not mchlxde vacant land that is developable under the City Code, distant
mountain areas not normally visible, \nor the sky, either above distant mountain areas or above the height
of offshore islands. '

@) View may extend in jany horizontal direction (360 degrees of hqrizdntal arc) and shall be
corisideféd as a single view even if broken into segments by foliage, structures or other interference.

3. For the purposes of this Covenant, "viewing area” shall be defined in a manner consistent
with the provisions of Municipal Code Section 17.02.040 A. 16., which provisions are summarized

below:

(a) ‘The area of the structure (excluding bathrooms, hallways, garages, or closets) or lot
(excluding setback areas) where the: Owners and the City determine the best and mosi important view
exists. The finished floor elevation|of any viewing area must be at or above existing grade adjacent to
the exterior wall of the part of the building nearest to the viewing area.

4, This Covenant shall run.with the land and shall be burden upon the Property and shall
be for the benefit of all real property located in the City of Rancho Palos Verdes, County of Los Angeles,
State of California, including but not limited to __VILLA RSO - owned by the-
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City, which is adjacent to the Property. )
5. This Covenant may be enforced only by the following persons or entities:

(a) The,Clty of Rancho Palos. Verdes, its successors-in-interest and its assigns; or

- (b) The owner of any residential real property in the City of Rancho Palos Verdes

whose view from the viewing area of the structure is impaired by trees or foliage in excess of the

maximum height specified above in Section 1 of this Covenant.

6. Notwithstanding énything provided herein to the contriry, the burdens of this Covenant ~

may be terminated and abandoned by the City Council of City at any time by execution and recordation
of a notice abandoning this Covenant.

7. The covenants and obligations of Owners contained in this instrument shall be binding
"upon Owners, their successors and assigns, only during their respective periods of ownership of the
Property. '

_ 8. This instrument contains the entire agreement of the Owners relating to the rights herein
granted and the obligations herein assumed. Any oral representations or modifications concerning this
~ instrument shall be of no force or effect except for a subsequent modification in writing signed by the
then current OWner(s) or a termination thereof executed by the City.

9. In the event of any controversy, claim, or dispute relating to this instrument or the breach
thereof, the prevailing party shall be entitled to recover from the losing party reasonable attorney’s fees
and costs. ,

10. = In the event that there is more than one individual owner of the Property, the obligations
set forth herein shall be the joint and several obligations of each Owner. »
